To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Haslemere  Urban 
District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  District  for  the  year  1947. 

Haslemere  is  fortunately  situated,  and  ought  to  be  a particularly 
healthy  place  in  which  to  live.  The  vital  statistics  bear  this  out 
again  this  year,  the  figures  of  Births  and  Deaths  being  very  satis- 
factory and  the  incidence  of  illness  relatively  low.  It  is  gratifying 
that  the  tuberculosis  figures  are  lower  than  for  many  years. 

The  housing  programme  makes  progress,  unfortunately  more 
slowly  than  one  would  have  wished.  The  most  urgent  cases  of 
overcrowding,  at  any  rate,  have  been  dealt  with,  although  special 
difficulties  have  been  created  by  the  influx  of  population  partly  as 
a result  of  war  conditions.  A special  word  should  be  said  on  the 
Woolmer  Hill  Housing  Estate.  In  general,  collections  of  100  or  so 
prefabricated  bungalows  show  depressing  monotony.  The  estate 
at  Woolmer  Hill  on  the  contrary  is,  thanks  to  the  layout  and  the 
very  beautiful  situation,  exceedingly  attractive  and  pleasant. 
Credit  is  due  to  the  Council  for  an  admirable  layout,  and  to  the 
tenants  for  the  way  in  which  the  estate  and  the  dwellings  are  cared 
for. 

No  progress  has  been  made  with  the  sewage  problems.  The 
Hindhead  Scheme,  desperately  urgent  as  it  is,  is  still  awaiting 
approval,  whilst  the  Shottermill  Works  continue  to  be  overloaded 
and  must  be  enlarged  as  soon  as  possible. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  once  again  to  express  gratitude  to  the 
Members  and  staff  of  the  Council — all  of  whom  so  clearly  have  the 
interests  of  the  District  at  heart — for  their  continued  assistance.

Ambulance  Service. — The  Ambulance  Service  has  worked 
most  efficiently  during  the  year,  and  thanks  are  again  due  to  Mr. 
Hunter,  the  Voluntary  Ambulance  Officer,  for  maintaining  an 
excellent  service.  During  1947,  910  cases  were  conveyed,  covering 
a mileage  of  14,689. 

The  ambulances  have  been  very  well  maintained,  and  are  in 
good  order. 

Considerable  use  has  been  made  of  the  Service  in  Chiddingfold 
under  the  agreement  entered  into  with  the  Hambledon  Rural  District 
Council  last  year,  and  16  cases  were  removed  under  this  arrangement 

in  1947. 

The  attendants  who  give  their  services  voluntarily  have 
continued  to  give  the  same  generous  help  as  in  the  past,  and  thanks 
are  due  to  them.

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MORTUARIES. 


The  Council  maintains  a mortuary  at  Sicklemill.  The  number 
of  bodies  received  during  1947  was  8. 

Two  bodies  were  also  removed  from  this  District  to  Godaiming 
mortuary  during  1947.  Post-mortem  facilities  are  not  available  in 
Haslemere,  and  it  seems  preferable  that  the  Godaiming  mortuary 
should  be  used  where  post-mortem  examinations  are  ordered. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  two  public  water  supplies  in  the  District  are  sampled 
regularly,  and  have  shown  satisfactory  results  throughout  the  year. 
The  Wey  Valley  Water  Company  send  us  copies  of  their  own 
analyses,  and  this  courtesy  is  appreciated. 

The  raw  water  of  the  Council’s  supply  has  been  analysed  at 
regular  intervals,  and  the  chlorinating  plant  has  continued  to 
function  satisfactorily.  Installation  of  the  lime-treatment  plant  was 
still  pending  at  the  end  of  1947.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Shottermill  continued  to  function 
satisfactorily  despite  overloading  difficulties.  They  were  well 
maintained  throughout  the  year.  Some  difficulty  has  been  caused 
by  the  overgrowth  of  vegetation  in  the  stream  taking  the  effluent, 
but  this  has  now  been  partly  cleared. 

The  small  works  at  Eight  Acres  and  Grayswood  have  caused 
little  trouble.  In  October,  a falling  tree  damaged  a filter  bed  at  the 
Grayswood  Works,  but  the  owner  subsequently  reimbursed  the 
Council  in  full  for  the  damage  caused.  The  purification  of  the 
sewage  was  interfered  with  for  a time,  but  there  were  no  serious 
consequences. 

The  combined  sewerage  scheme  to  drain  Hindhead,  and 
Churt,  Frensham  and  Tilford  in  the  Hambledon  Rural  District, 
was  pressed  vigorously  during  the  year,  but  approval  to  proceed  is 
still  awaited. 


CESSPOOL  EMPTYING. 

The  cesspool  emptying  service  has  continued  satisfactorily. 
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RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 


Apart  from  flooding  of  the  humus  beds  at  the  Shottermill 
Sewage  Disposal  Works,  resulting  in  pollution  of  the  stream  taking 
the  effluent,  no  cases  of  serious  pollution  have  come  to  our  notice. 
The  trouble  at  Shottermill  was  dealt  with  by  clearing  the  over- 
growth of  vegetation  in  the  stream. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

In  spite  of  persistent  labour  difficulties,  the  service  has  con- 
tinued satisfactorily.  The  refuse  tip  itself  has  been  fairly  well 
maintained,  and  no  complaints  have  arisen  with  regard  to  it. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

The  number  of  observations  for  smoke  or  fume  nuisances 
made  during  the  year  was  34.  In  five  cases  a nuisance  was  found, 
but  it  was  possible  in  all  cases  to  effect  a remedy  without  service  of 
notices. 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

There  were  no  cases  of  infestation  reported  to  us  during  the 
year.

ANTERIOR  POLIOMYELITIS. 

Haslemere  was  fortunate  in  escaping  the  widespread  infantile 
paralysis  which  affected  so  many  parts  of  the  country.  Many  cases 
occurred  in  the  adjoining  District,  and  it  might  well  have  been 
expected  that  Haslemere  would  suffer  in  common  with  the  rest  of 
the  country. 


TYPHUS  FEVER  and  TYPHOID  FEVER— Contacts  from 
abroad. 

Two  visits  were  paid  to  persons  who  had  arrived  in  this  country 
from  typhus-infected  areas  abroad,  and  one  to  a person  who  had 
been  in  contact  with  a case  of  typhoid  fever  en  route  to  this  country. 
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DIPHTHERIA. 


Both  of  the  cases  of  diphtheria  were  adults — one  was  really  a 
carrier  rather  than  an  actual  case,  and  the  other  was  a military  case 
in  camp  at  Hindhead. 

Haemolytic  Streptococcal  Throat  Infections. 

Special  investigation  was  made  of  infectious  sore  throats  due 
to  haemolytic  streptococci,  in  institutions,  including  a private 
school. 

SCHOOL  ABSENTEES. 

Table  V shows  the  number  of  children  absent  from  school 
suffering,  or  suspected  to  be  suffering,  from  any  infectious  or 
contagious  disease,  including  contacts  with  cases  of  infectious 
disease. 

Health  Department  Visiting  Nurse. 

The  work  of  the  Visiting  Nurse  has  continued  to  be  of  the 
greatest  value.  A great  number  of  unsatisfactory  home  conditions 
have  been  brought  to  light  as  a result  of  her  visits,  and  I am  kept 
in  very  much  closer  touch  with  actual  living  conditions. 

Scabies  continued,  but  at  a slightly  lower  level  than  in  1946, 
although  there  was  the  same  increased  prevalence  in  the  winter 
months.  There  is  close  co-operation  with  the  School  Nurses  in  the 
treatment  of  children.

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DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 


Dr.  Johns,  who  had  undertaken  Diphtheria  Immunisation  for 
many  years  past,  was  unfortunately  ill  and  unable  to  carry  out  any 
duties  during  the  year. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation  was,  therefore,  concentrated  on  the 
maintained  schools.  Private  schools  could  not  be  dealt  with,  nor 
was  there  any  home  visiting. 

The  percentage  of  schoolchildren  immunised  is  reasonably 
satisfactory.

It  is  gratifying  that  there  has  been  a decline  in  the  notifications 
and  in  deaths  from  tuberculosis  during  the  last  two  years.  Both 
figures  are  now  lower  than  the  pre-war  rate.  Notifications,  particu- 
larly, have  fallen  from  the  high  war-time  peak  of  1941 . The  number 
on  the  register  naturally  increases  year  by  year  as  fresh  cases  are 
added  more  rapidly  than  old  cases  are  removed.  The  presence  of  a 
sanatorium  in  Haslemere  does  affect  the  figures,  and  there  is  no 
doubt  also  that  some  people  come  to  Hindhead  and  Haslemere  on 
account  of  their  health.

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RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 

The  Surrey  County  Council  administer  under  the  above  Act 
and  have  a staff  of  operators  and  all  modern  equipment  to  deal 
with  large  and  small  infestations.  Contracts  are  entered  into 
between  occupiers  and  the  Rodent  Section  of  the  Surrey  County 
Council.  Poisons  are  supplied  at  cost  and  work  is  carried  out  at 
cost  when  requested. 

Routine  inspections  are  carried  out  throughout  the  District 
and  during  the  year  visits  following  complaints  covering  all  types 
of  premises  numbered  40,  evidence  of  infestation  being  found  in  29 
cases. 


COMPLAINTS. 

During  the  year  59  complaints  were  received.  Seventy  visits 
were  made  in  the  investigation  thereof  and  the  necessary  action 
taken. 


BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  now  6 bakehouses  in  the  District  and  50  visits  of 
inspection  were  made  to  ensure  that  the  premises  were  kept  in  a 
satisfactory  manner. 


SHOPS. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  made  49  inspections  under  the  Shops 
Act,  1934. 

Under  this  Act  the  Sanitary  Inspector  is  responsible  for 
ensuring  that  there  is  adequate  ventilation,  warming  and  sanitary 
convenience,  whilst  the  County  Council  controls  other  accommoda- 
tion, hours  of  employment,  etc.
